The fomsl cesebration” of this 
Festival of Trinity is of Western 
observance (the .Eastem Charch 
celebrating on this day the ‘Feast of 
all the Martyrs”), and of comparstire- 
ly late daté. The day was originally 
simply the Octave of Whit-Sunday ; 
but in the Sacramentary of Gregory 
the original of our present Collect is 


given, and this perhaps indicates an 


in‘ormal appropriation of the day of 
contemplation of the mystery of the 
Holy Trinity. The earliest {c:mal 
notice of the Festiva] in Ergland is 
in 1162; but.it is notable that the 
Sarum Use in the -previons century 
numbers the encceedirg Sundays as 
“after Trinity,” whereas in the .pre- 
sent Greek and Roman Use they are 
numbered ss “after Pentecost.” The 
Synod of Arles in 1260 consecrated 
the day of the Holy Trinity, and the
